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Introduction 



As the nation's first interstate compact for iiigher education, SREB has 
compiled and refined compdrative liiformatlon on higher education fcwr three 
* decades. While the degree of reliability and comparability has improved 
greatly over this period, the information- should be viewed carefully when ' 
comparisons are m^da among a number of -states. For example, periodic 
changes in the feder<il reporting'^guidelines make comparisons over time, 
wsing national data, particularly difficult. 

The enclosed comparative information was prepared for the 1979 annual 
meeting of the Fiscal Affairs and Government Operations Committee, Southern 
Legislative Conference of the Council of Syjate Governments. This report is 
in response to a mid-August request and therefore contains information oi\ the 
14 SREB states which was then available or which could be compiled quickly. 
The report updates the 1978 data prepared by the Florida legislative staff in 
conjunction with SREB and also includes more detailed information about 
revenues, expenditures, appropriations, programs ancj. degrees . 

For state policy makers, the value of sharing'cOmparative information i^s 

usually not that answers are fOund immediately but that questions ore raised 

which may lead to better state policies and proqadures. SREB staff assistance

is available to states where this information jiiay prompt questions and discus-

sion about higher education trends in the South. , '
